The price of pork will 
iaerease. Tliere is a scarcity of hogs 
in the market. There is 47,000,000 lbs 
less pork on hand now' than there was 
this time last year. The indications 
are that this class of meat will go up. 
I do not .see how it can be otherwise 
with all this decrease in the visible 
supply of hogs. There is also an encr. 
mous decrease in the supply of lard. 
There are only 24,000 tierces on hand 
at Chicago, while this time last year 
there were 72,000 Heroes.

There eaabe but 
oneeateome of tills scarcity, the con- 
sumer must pay more for his pork and 
lard. The price of hogs is now high, 
with the probability that they will go 
even higher.
